VANISHED

overnight. Rippon emerged 
trom a 13-hour sitting on 
May 13th and crowed to a 
press conference: “If I were 
you, I would bet on success.” 

The reason for Rippon’s 
confidence was quite clear. 
He had sold out on every 
single contested thing. 

British officials were 
quick to try and scotch the 
rumour that Heath had tele¬ 
phoned Rippon during the 
talks and told him to give 
the Six everything they 
wanted. The officials assured 
everybody that Mr. Rippon 
had been incommunicado 
throughout the session. 

That proves nothing - 
except that Rippon was given 


the green light to sell out 
by Heath before he even 
arrived for this crucial session 
of the talks. The much 
vaunted safeguards of the 
Tories were, in fact, an utter 
sham. 


DEPLORABLE 

Then came Mr. Heath’s 
deplorable trip to Paris, 
allegedly for the purpose of 
persuading the French not 
to veto Britain’s application. 

If, as we had been told, 
the Brussels talks were a 
success, the visit to Paris was 
consequently redundant. 

Heath, however, insisted 
on going. After all, the 
french like the idea of 
Britain begging France for the 
charity of being admitted into 
the Common Market, and will

NO more perfect example 
of the viciousness and 
cowardice of Communists 
could be found than an 
incident outside an Enoch 
Powell meeting last 
month.

The incident occurred at 
the Top Rank Suite, Croy¬ 
don, on April 22nd. Inside, 
Mr. Powell was addressing a 
meeting. Outside, a mob of 
left-wing extremists and 
Communists had turned up 
hoping to break up the 
meeting. 

The mob was prevented 
from doing so by the presence 
of eighty members of the 
National Front who had also 
turned up to ensure Mr.

Prevented by the National 
Front from causing a nuisance, 
the Red mob soon broke up 
and skulked away.

Fudge, “the Board have now 
decided that in the circum¬ 
stances, no further action is 
called for and the matter is 
closed.”

MOST COMMON 

Gonorrhoea is now the 
most common notifiable in¬ 
fectious disease. However, an 
increase in promiscuity a- 
mongst certain sections of our 
own people has also con¬ 
tributed to the increase and 
here, of course, the contra¬ 
ceptive pill has clearly not 
helped, as by removing the 
fear of pregnancy it has en¬ 
couraged women to indulge 
their sexual appetites more 
freely than before. 

All sexually transmitted 
diseases are now curable but 
only with the co-operation of 
the patient, which ail too often 
is not forthcoming. 


MORE HARSH 

Before the last war when 
treatment was a great deal 
more harsh than it is today 
patients were keen to co¬ 
operate, no doubt on the 
psychological grounds (hat if 


often defaults from attendance 
before final tests are per¬ 
formed. The results of this 
behaviour may in some 
patients not be apparent for 
years to come, then let us 
hope that we shall be in the 
position to prevent them 
having chronic ill health due 
to their own past negligence. 


SPREADING 


In the meantime many of 
these people are unwittingly 
spreading disease far and wide. 

What is to be done about 
this alarming situation?

DISAPPEAR 

Just after the last war ex¬ 
perts were predicting that with 
the advent of the antibiotics 
Venereal Disease would within 
a decade disappear for ever 
into history.

However, an 
increase in promiscuity a- 
mongst certain sections of our 
own people has also con¬ 
tributed to the increase and 
here, of course, the contra¬ 
ceptive pill has clearly not 
helped, as by removing the 
fear of pregnancy it has en¬ 
couraged women to indulge 
their sexual appetites more 
freely than before. 

All sexually transmitted 
diseases are now curable but 
only with the co-operation of 
the patient, which all too often 
is not forthcoming. 


MORE HARSH 

Before the last war when 
treatment was a great deal 
more harsh than it is today 
patients were keen to co¬ 
operate, no doubt on the 
psychological grounds that if 
the treatment was pretty 
terrible the untreated disease 
was very likely to be fatal! 

These days when treatment 
at the worst consists of a few 
injections, or more usually of 
taking tablets, and cure is 
virtually guaranteed the patient 
all too frequently will not 
trouble to restrict his or her 
sexual activities or drinking 
habits during the period of 
treatment and observation and 


In the meantime many of 
these people are unwittingly 
spreading disease far and wide. 

What is to be done about 
this alarming situation? 

It is clear that were we to 
be rid of our unwelcome 
visitors our V.D. graphs, like 
our crime graphs, would go 
shooting down almost as fast 
as they are now going up, but 
we would still be left with 
the promiscuous minority a- 
mongst the indigenous popu¬ 
lation, who spread diseases far 
beyond their own ranks to 
innocent spouses and children. 


REPATRIATE 


Firstly, then, let us re¬ 
patriate immigrants. Secondly, 
we should have a massive pro¬ 
gramme to educate the public 
through all the news media. 
Thirdly, unco-operative pat¬ 
ients should be compelled to 
attend for treatment and be 
prosecuted should they fail to 
do so. 

However, in the last 
analysis, it cannot be claimed 
that there is a complete answer 
to this problem, isolated by 
itself, as it is only one aspect 
of a society daily decaying 
before our eyes. It is our 
duty to dedicate ourselves to 
the arrest of this decay and 
ultimately rejuvenate our 
society.

RACE RIOTS 

NOl LING HILL, the London “twilight area” where 
Britain’s first big race riots exploded in 1958, burst 
into the news again with race riots in which policemen 
were stabbed and beaten up. 

But the new riots last week were very different 
from the 1958 riots. 


In 1958, the mob roaming 
the streets was white. It was 
born of fury and frustration 
at the creation of a multi 
racial slum in the area, and 
set in motion by a quick suc¬ 
cession of violence and rapes 
by blacks. 

The riots were stamped 
out quickly and ruthlessly by 
the Government. Four white 
youths were snatched from 
the street, hauled before the 
Old Bailey in record time and 
thrown into jail for four years. 
The youths were not guilty 
of any act of violence and 
had simply been made an 
example of to deter any more 
white people making a fuss. 

Last week, the mob 
roaming the streets was black. 
The reason for the riot: blacks 
did not like the idea of having 
to abide by the law in the 
same way as whites. 

‘FASCISM” 

The blacks believe that 
when a white person is ar¬ 
rested for breaking the law, 
that is justice. But when 
a black person is arrested for 
breaking the law,, that is police 
brutality, victimisation of 


blacks, and fascism. 

Obviously, black people 
are not born into this frame 
of mind. Why is is that 
they have adopted this 
attitude? The answer is not 
difficult to find. 

After the 1958 riots, a 
virtual army of left-wing 
“social workers”, rogue clergy¬ 
men and other white “do- 
gooders” moved into Notting 
Hill “to prevent a recurrence 
of the trouble”. 

These “do-gooders”, how¬ 
ever, did nothing but evil. 
Right from the start, they 
blamed whites for the trouble 
and insisted that blacks were 
persecuted and could do no 
wrong. 

POISON 

With this kind of poison 
being pumped into them, it 
was only natural that blacks 
came to regard themselves as 
above the law. This attitude 
was strengthened when Police 
became increasingly reluctant 
to arrest black law-breakers 
because of the pressure of 
the left-wing establishment 
which had taken over Notting 
Hill. 

This deplorable state of 


affairs encouraged blacks to 
believe that they could get 
away with anything. And 
when, in fact, the police were 
obliged to do their job in 
some cases, the result was a 
race riot. 


INCREDIBLE 

One has only to look at 
the incredible scenes outside 
the court after the riot to 
realise that this is the truth. 

Twelve coloureds had been 
arrested on charges such as 
hitting policemen with ham¬ 
mers and ramming broken 
bottles into their faces. They 
appeared in court the follow¬ 
ing day, while a mob .of 
several hundred blacks 
‘screamed outside for them 
to be freed. The magistrate 
had to adjourn the court. 

The blacks in the mob 
outside simply could not 
swallow the fact that their 
compatriots had been arrested. 


SICK 

One thing is evident: the 
“do-gooders” have created a 
warped and sick morality in 
Notting Hill and the ‘twelve 
arrested in the riots will es¬ 
cape lightly because of it. 

There will be no repetition 
of the 1958 clampdown^ a 
course of action which if em¬ 
ployed (and this time in all 
fairness and justice) would en¬ 
sure no more riots. 

Consequently, there will 
be further riots, and more 
serious ones, in the near 
future. Nothing is more 
certain than that. 



SACKED-for saying ‘wogs’ 

A 61-year-old Slough, Bucks., man has been sacked 
. for doing his job properly and using the word 
“wogs”. 

Mr. Walter Cox was sacked by Graviners fColnbrookl 
Ltd. last month. Mr. Cox said: **T was the finished parts 
inspector and working with me were three Pakistanis. They 
made several mistakes in getting up orders and I must 
admit I found it irritating. 

“A row blew up some time ago and I called them 
black wogs. I had several complaints from them. A 
row came about and the foreman came up. 

“He told me they were right and I said ‘Go on, stick 
up for your bloody wogs’. 

“I thought to myself that I had had enough of it 
and was going to ask for transfer to another department.” 

But Mr. Cox was later called to the office of the 
personnel manager, Mr. G. G. Hutchinson, and told that 
he would be immediately dismissed. He was out of the 
factory with his cards and money soon afterwards. 

Mr. Cox said the three-man team of Pakistanis was 
making ‘‘one major mistake a day” at least.
